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Pomp’s Pond Is 
Closed For Season 


Pomp’s pond is definitely 
closed for the season, 

The Recreation committee has 
stressed its decision to keep the 
pond closed, based on dangerous 
conditions caused by Hurricane 
Diane. 

The committee reported flood- 
ing, via the Shawsheen river, 
Which has covered and weakened 
the piers; safety zone markers 
are Submerged and erosion has 
been great enough to cause sharp 
drop-offs in the ‘‘crib’? where the 
small tots formerly swam with 
safety.

Dr. William V. Emmons, 
chairman of the health board, and 
the Recreation committee origin- 
ally had closed the pond when the 
Shawsheen river caused flooding 
last weekend. It was felt at that 
time that some pollution might 
have occured as a result of the 
flooding,
